Petrograd, Russia, 
May 8. via 


London, England. — Petrograd is 
again warned of an impending Ger- 
man attack upon it by way of Li- 
bau, in an army order whtch^Irects 
the disposition of forces to resist 
such an attack. The warning was 
given by General Korniloff, com- 
manding: the troops in the Petro- 
grad district, who in his order of 
the day says: 


"We have received reports that 


the enemy is concentrating large 
forces against our northern front. 
German merchantmen are at Li- 
bau, ready as soon as the ice has 
melted to embark troops, and un- 
der cover of the German fleet to 
carry out a landing which may 
possibly be made quite close to Pe- 
trograd.

EXTRA SESSION HOVERS OVER 


STATE LEGISLATURE 


Albany, May C. — The breach be- 


tween Governor Whitman and the Re- 
publican leaders of the senate, which 
has been widening steadily since the 
legislature convened in January, has 
become a seemingly impassible gulf, 
and this week, the last of the session, 
is expected to culminate In a fight to a 
finish over the Hill-Wheeler local op- 
tion bill.

Refugees Reaching New York 


Predict Massacre of Whites 


THOUSANDS ARE ARMED

New York, May fi. — Charges that 


Cuban negro rebels are burning and 
pillaging the homes and property of 
Americans and other foreigners in th« 
district of Palnarlto. Bayaten and Mi- 
randa, Orients province, were made 
by 24 American and British refugees 
who arrived here today. They pre- 
dicted that there will be a massacre 
of the white residents remaining, un- 
less the United States intervenes, and 
asserted that the Cuban government 
is powerless to cope with the situa- 
tion. 
Most of the refug'ees escaped 


with only the clothes they wore. 


The accusation was sustained by an 


appeal for aid signed by 116 Ameri- 
cans remaining1 in the territory occu- 
pied by the rebels. 
The appeal, the 


refugees said, will be filed with the 
state department at Washington. 


Tho threat of a massacie is contain- 


ed in a statement included in the ap- 
peal, alleged to have been written by 
General Bias JMaso. 
The statement 


Maso is reputed to have made said: 


"You will holler louder and we will 


destroy until your hollering; will be 
heard in Washington, and force Am- 
erican intervention. For the time be- 
ing we will not fight the government 
troops and we will not touch you un- 
less you oppose us. We are only fight- 
ing now with the torch, terrorizing 
and organizing." 


"But if Henocal does not step out 


May 20, we will fight and kill. We 
are 15,000 rebels in this province, all 
well armed and the whole province 
will becomfe a. wilderness.

and equipment tor ambulance *ervic« 
in France and who was graduated 
from the Oneonta. Normal school In 
1896, has Just returned from France, 
after a year and

American Field Ambulance service. 
He la lecturing in colleges and In pub- 
lic, describing his experiences at the 
front and urging that the American 
people give aa generously aa possible 
toward the funds and has made pro- 
gress not only in obtaiu'n^r co-opera- 
tion on this aide, but also with the men 
who are already there. 


While Mr. Pottle found only four 


sections in service when 
he 
went 


abroad.-there are now eighteen, and 
seven aectlona aro ready to go when 
called. The American units, the fly'rsr 
and ambulance corps, have done not- 


bls service, Mr. Pottle enthusiastically 
declares. 


Speaking at Xew York university 


Saturday, he described the work of 
the Americans in Franco As "a piece 
of history." He commented on the 
fact that 450,000 wounded French- 
men hai been carried by American 
ambulances since the outbreak of the 
war, Mr. Pottle himself having done 
strenuous work in thig field. 


"While you over here were deciding 


on whether you'd go to war, whether 
you'd go 
at all, and particularly 


'What la the moral issue?' we boys 
went out to France and founded a lit- 
tle school of patriotism of our own. 
That's what it amounted to, a school 
of patriotism. While v-c were liftlns 
In the broken bones of French soldiers, 
you were hanging up posters and urg- 
ing men to join the United States army 
for various reasons " 


Mr. Pottle spoke of the "hlsher pa- 


triotism which this country needs, and 
deplores that citizens should look for 
material benefits before enlisting. lie 
related 
an Incident which, he gakl, 


showed a ''purifying kind 
of 
pa- 


triotism " 


While he was lifting a peasant into 


an ambulance Mr. Pottle sajs, he no- 
ticed that the man's both arms were 
Shattered. "I'm sorry for you, old 
chap," Mr. Pottle told him in French. 
The man looked up wistfully. 


"I entered the war." he said, "to 


give my life to France. But you see. 
m'sleu, sho has only taken my arms." 


"When asked by some of tho students 


what schooling he had received, Mr. 
Pottle spoke of tho Onconta Normal 
school with fervor, and said he would 
bo glad if a meeting were organized 
there, so that ho could launch his ap- 
peal to tho students us well as see 
some of his "old Oneonta friends."

Each Man Must Register at 


His Voting Precinct, 


GOVERNORS TO DIRECT WORK 


Regi*tr«tion O«y Will Probably BeT»n 


or Fifteen D»ya After Pre«ident Sign* 
Meaaurv—Volunteer Registrars Want- 
ed—How Thot* Ab*ent From Horn* 
and the Sick Mutt Proceed. 


In a concise statement recently Is- 


sued by the •war department the proce- 
dure following the signing of tbe con- 
scription bill Is outlined simply and to 
the point The statement follows: 


"There vos a timo In the country's 


history when military enumerators, 
backed by bayonets, went out among 
the people to take a compulsory serv- 
ice census. Today under the principle 
of universal liability to service the ex- 
ecution of the law is put into the hands 
of the people, 


"The approval of the new national 


army bill and the president's proclama- 
tion thereunder will be coincident. All 
persons withiu the age limits prescrib- 
ed will be required to present them- 
selves for registration at the customary 
voting places in the voting precincts 
in which they have their permanent 
homes on a day which the president 
will announce. The probability Is that 
from ten to fifteen Cays will elapse be- 
tween approval of the bill and regis- 
tration day. 


"The governor of eaeb, state will be 


the chief of registration therein. The 
machinery ot registration in each 
county is to be in charge of the sheriff, 
the county clerk and the county physi- 
cian, acting ex offlcio. unless a different 
board shall be announced by the gov- 
ernor. In cities containing populations 
of more than 30,000 the registration 
will be under the control of the mayor 
and selected boards of registration. In 
order that the designated county ar<3 
city officials and the people generally 
can get a clear understanding of the 
ceosus methods the following brief out- 
iizie Is given: 


"The sheriffs or other designated of- 


ficials, Immediately upon receiving no- 
tice from the governor, shall appoint 
registrars for each voting precinct 


The Apportionment of Registrars, 
"The 
proportion of registrars shall 


be one for each 170 persons to be reg- 
istered. 
Each age to be registered 


will comprise about 1 per cent of the 
population, 


"If, 
for Instance, all men between 


nineteen and twenty-five years of age, 
Inclusive, are to be registered the reg- 
istrar would have to enroll about 7 
per cent of the precinct population. 


"It is desirable to accept the serv- 


ices of competent volunteer registrars 
to serve without compensation. 
All 


registrars must be sworn. 


"The voting place in each precinct 


must be prepared for registration. 
Pull printed Instructions, 
covering 


every detail of registration, will be In 
the hands of sheriffs and mayors on 
the fifth day after the president's proc- 
lamation. 


In Cities of Over 30,000 Population, 
"The 
mayor of a city containing 


more than 30,000 Inhabitants or the 
officials designated by the governor 
therein shall, with approval of the 
governor, appoint for each ward or 
convenient minor subdivision contain- 
ing about 30,000 people one registra- 
tion board and shall designate one offi- 
cer of each board to perform, duties 
similar to those Imposed on. the sher- 
iff, as heretofore outlined. 


"On the flfth day after the president 


has Issued his proclamation clerks of 
counties and cities of over 30,000 must 
secure a supply of blanks and copies 
of the registrations from the sheriff 
or from tho mayor. Absentees and 
the sick will apply to such clerks to 
have their registration cards filled out. 
In DO case shall such persons be given 
registration certificates. 


Absentees and the Sick. 


"Persons absent from their home 


counties may be registered by mail. 
If so absent, a man should go to the 
cleric of the county where he may be 
staying on the sixth day after the date 
of the president's proclamation. If he 
is in n city of over 30,000 population 
the city clerk is the official to whom 
to apply. The absentee will be told 
how to register, but he must mail his 
card in time to reach his precinct by 
registration day, 


"Persons too sick to present them- 


selves for registration must send a com- 
petent person to tho county or city 
clerk on the sixth day after the issulnor 
of the proclamation. 
The clerk will 


give Instructions for registration. 


"Officials of educational, charitable 


and other Institutions should apply for 
Instructions to tho county or city clerk 
on the sixth day after the date of the 
proclamation for Instructions as to a 
convenient method of registration. 


"The wardens of Jails, penitentiaries 


and reformatories shoula apply to the 
county or city clerk for instructions on 
the slrth day. 


"Five days after the date of tho pres- 


ident's proclamation complete regula- 
tions will be In the hands of all sherlffa 
and of the officials of cities. 


"The president Is authorized to call 


upon all public officers to assist In tho 
execution of the law. The plan Is, how- 
ever, to rely on the people for the prx>i>- 
er execution of the law. 
It Is expected 


that patriotic citizens will offer their 
•ervlces free as registrars."

BY-PRODUCT STOCK FEEDS. 


[National Crtp» lmn«»onnnl R.nli-..j 


A lot of well-meaning folks think 


that just because certain materials 
are left-overs from the manufacture 
of food for humans, that it Is "waste" 
and of no value for stock feed. Nothing 
is further from the truth. 
In 
very 


many cases, the so-called "offal" left 
after the manufacture of flour, malt- 
Ing, corn products, breakfast foods, 
etc., are the best of stock feeds, and 
can be bought economically and fed to 
bring a profit to the farmer. The man 
who turns up his nose at tho thought 
of combining by-products with silage 
and other low-priced meat producing 
foods, Is behind the times and usually 
fails to show even interest on his mon- 
ey at the end of tho year. Feeding 
whole grain, whether it be 
corn, 


wheat, rye or oats, Is wasteful and la 
robbing man of his rightful preroga- 
tive—that of taking that part of all 
grain adapted to his needs. It Is easy 
to find out the protein content of any 
article, or mixture, of stock feedstuffs 
now on tho market, and It Is merely a 
matter of the farmer figuring out the 
worth of the foods on their nourishing 
power, and then to purchase that 
which will give him the most econom- 
ical feed. In practically all states, all 
feedstuffs must be labeled with their 
food content—for those who wish to 
see, the facts are printed. 


Fanning and Grading Seed Barley. 


[National Cron Improvement Servlce.7 


Not nearly enough attention Is given 


to getting the uniform size of seed 
grain, especially Is this true in barley, 
where it Is Important that the germ- 
ination should all take place on the 
same day. Therefore, the kernels 
should be of the same size and weight. 
The very largest should perhaps be 
removed as well as the smaller ones, 
leaving the seed plump and uniform. 
It Is true that small 
eeds and giant 


seeds will germinate, but'the plant 
food contained therein will undoubted- 
ly make an unevenness In the matur- 
ity at harvest.
